Priscilla Mullens, a speedy and es- 
peeiaHy game filly, was by far the best winner in the stable and. if all goes well with lier. probably will 
rank well in tin* middleweight division of the bandieap class in this .year’s racing. With H. G Bedwell 
in charge she certainly will not lack for efiieicut training. Miss Bryn raced smi-essfully in a w*av but 
was no more than fairl.v useful. Damros«*li has alwa.vs been a peeuliar horse, in that some of his winning 
rat^ have been suiierior to his average form.

MANY RIDERS FOR KENTUCKY RACING AN OBJECTIONABLE RACING PROJECT 

More Jiickeys Available for Coming Season Than Outsiders Trying to Exploit Buffalo Capital to 
Ever Before^Many Good Ones in the List. Establish a Bow Track Hoarby. 



Ixiuisville. Ky., April 18. — There will be no deartli 
of riding talent for the fortheuming spring season uf 
racing in Kentucky', but, on tlie contrary, it w'ould 
aiipear. judging by the number already on the 
ground, that tliere will be an overabundance of 
jockeys — good, bad and indifferent. Not within re- 
i*ent yMrslu^.-AhoB* Jieeu-mA juany riders — drawn 
from litl ttsseiubled in this city or Lexington 

awaiting file opening of the season next Tuesday. 
The great majority, of course, are those who usu- 
ally ride ou the Kentucky tracks, and their num- 
ber is augmented by a eonsiderahle proportion of 
boys, who have been driven here by the stoppage of 
racing in Canada. Besides these there are a num- 
ber who formerly rode on the Kentucky tracks, but 
who have for some years past been engaged on other 
tracks. 

One of the welcome signs of the times in Ken- 
tuck.v ra<*iug is the fact that the riding coluiij* w’ill 
be strengthened by such capable and exiierienced 
joeke.vs as “Big” Bill Knapp, J. Notter and J. Lof- 
tus. The presence of either of this trio ou any 
lK»rs<‘ is sufficient assurance to the horse’s Imckers 
that they will get the best results obtainable. 

.Mbert Johnson, the western boy whose meteoric 
rist> to tlie front rank of .\merieau riders last year 
created a sensation, will also be seen in the saddle 
here, lieing under contract to J. H. Rosseter. It 
will lie interesting to note how this lad fares dur- 
ing his first season in this stat^. Following is a 
IKirtial list of riders in Kentucky, together with the 
stables by whom they are employed:

In all but the 
last three years of his track endeavors Caper Sauce 
won more than his share of the upkeep of whatever 
stable he happeutnl to lie racing in. During his 
thirteen years on the turf Caiier Sauce faced the 
starter in 186 races, of which he won forty- tw»*. 
fiiiislM‘d second thirty times and third twent.v-niue. 
his winnings amounting to tlie goodly sum of

An ill-timed movement for the establishment of 
a rac-e track in the vicinity of Buffalo, N. Y., is 
being agitaWd by promoter J. 8. Berger. A capi- 
talization of $300,000 preferred stock and the same 
amount of common stock, anybody welcome to buy, 
has been suggested as the basis of the enterprise 
by the promoter. With the suggestion thnt^ the 
Jockey Club refuses to grant a license for a meet- 
ing or meetings, outlaw meetings will be given 
anyhow. 

Buffalo is a fine big city, which might support 
race meetings in liappier times nrofitably. But 
the establishment of a Buffalo racing plant and 
Buffalo racing should come through the initiative 
of tlie best type of Buffalo business men und be 
under their exclusive control. Rapacious outside 
promoters, who have nothing but their own selfish 
purposes to serve, should be turned down hanl and 
<*old. The fact that the promoter in this case has 
declared his willingness to be a turf law breaker, 
sliould damu his proje<‘t from the start. 

It is said some prominent Buffalo men view the 
Berger project favorably. If so, they should take 
sliame for the fact. It is no time for such an enter- 
prise, even under respectable Mnspii<es. If these 
gentlemen are troubled with a "suriihis of idle 
money, a safe and highly appronriate nlace for its 
investment is right at hand, in the Third Liberty 
Loan bonds. ,\ny money planted there would be as 
safe us the rock of Gibraltar, w’liile it is reasonably 
certain that all money invested in this fly-by-night 
racing venture would be lost beyond retrievement. 

Berger is said to liave represented that between 
3,000 and 4.000 horses are idle and available for 
racing at Buffalo. This is a bald misrepr(*sentation. 
Any and all horses fi$ to take part in res|iectable 
racing are in active training in New Y’ork. Mary- 
land and Kentucky. Such idle horses as really exist 
are the dregs of winter racing, horses too s'low to 
provide nieiug that any one w'oiild care to cross the 
street to view. If Buffalo is to have racing, it 
should Im* of the best. The best horses and owners 
iu the country are none too good fur it. Such owners 
and their horses w'oiild have nothing to do with the 
present projected eiiteri«-is«*. There is nothing but 
lost money and bitter disapiiointmeut ahead for 
those foiilish enough to invest in it. 

AUGUST BELMONT INSPECTS HIS HORSES 

▼isits Belmont Park and Sees Honrless Work a 
Mile— Orders Improyements to Plant. 

New* Y’ork, April 18. — Major August Belmont paid 
a visit to Belmont I’ark this morning aud watched 
a few* of his horses work, but owing to the inter- 
mittent showers did not get to the track in time to 
see Lucullite w*ork. 

The Preakne.ss candidate w*as sent out with the 
first set, accomiiauied by Stromboli and Drastic. 
Lucullite was away with a rush, covering the first 
quarter on the main track in 24 and a fraction. 
The boy then took a gooil hold ou him and he was 
rated in front of Stromb<di and l>rastic, which 
trailed him all the way. Lneiillite went the first 
half in 49% aud just gulloiied along for the re- 
mainder of the jourue.v in 1:46%. Ail three horses 
could have gone much faster had Hildrc*th so 
ordered. 

After Major Belmont arrived Hildreth sent out 
Honrless. He did not work fast, i*overiiig a mile in 
about 1:46. but he 4 *ould liave improved on the time. 
.\fter wati'hiug the horses for a while Major Bel- 
mont inspected the buildings and suggested im- 
provements to be ready for the oiieuing of the sea- 
son ou Maj’ 27. 

Dave Ijcary. who i« training 8unflash. Roly, 
IhH-kinate and others, received w’ord toilay that his 
mother had died in t’hicago and he h*ft for that 
city by the first train. 

Walter Jeiiiiiiigs had out his baud for slow exer- 
cise. Man Machine aud Night wind w»*nt a mile. 
a<‘comiiauied by Padd.v. The latter was pulled up 
after goiug three-<|uart«*rs. 

Hank O’Day and King Joker look n*ady for fast 
trials aud will probably lx* .started during the early 
meetings at Jamaica aud Belmont Park. 

William McDaniel arrived at Jamaica yesterday 
with the Binghamton division of W. 8. Kilmer’s 
horses, about twelve iu uuniber. After the Ken- 
tucky Derby has been <h*cided Henry McDaniel will 
<*ome this way with 8un Briar and the others he 
lias in Kentucky. 

Every stable has been taken at Jamaica and out- 
side stalls are almost at a premium. As eiistoniary, 
the association reserve's one bam to Ik; used as a 
ie<*clving station for the hors<*s which (*onie from 
Belmont Park and other stabl«*s on race days.

Scores Cantering Victory in the 
Wilmington Stakes at Havre. 



H. P. Whitney Shows Another 
Good Two-Tear-Old — Sensa- 
tional Steeplechase Contest. 



Havre de Grace. Md.. April 18.— W. E. AMegate 
furnished the winner of the Wilmington Stakes, the 
first eastern stake feature of the year exclusively 
for three-year-olds, when his high-class colt Jack 
Hare Jr. beat Charlie Leydecker and High Cost 
iu a canter. Jack Hare Jr. quickly rushed into the 
lead und, disposing of Charlie Leydecker in the first 
half, drew away into a long lead to win by five 
lengths. High Cost sliowed an improved i>erfomiaii«*e 
over his race of Tuesday and finishing with ciHirage 
and gameness, was gradually overtaking Charlie 
Leyde<‘ker at the end.

H. P. Whitney inlrmlnced a fast All Gold filly 
in tlie opening dash in Cresson. which, umler Frank 
Robinson’s masterly riding, scored a nose victory 
over Samuel Ross* Ormomhi. 

The steeplechase resulted iu one it the most sen- 
sational finishes seen iu a jumping race at this 
(*earse. Pandean, carrying tlie I'olurK of E. B. Mc- 
Lean, of Washington, was the favorite. Ridden hy 
W. Allen, Pandean quickly rnslied into the lead anil 
fenced in grand style, but at the eleventh fenci* was 
overtaken by March ('ourt and from there to the 
finish it was a battle royal. March Court getting 
the verdict by a small margin. First Out fell at 
the ninth feme, but was remounted and fiiiislieil iu 
time to get third money. Poriu and Kilwinning, 
the other starters, both fell. 

Paganini was the choice in the third race ami 
never gave his supporters an nneasy moment, lead- 
ing all the way by a c-omfortable margin. Tit for 
'rat’s raeo was a poor one. 

KOH-I-HOOB QUITS BADLY. 

Ed Arlington’s speedy Koh-i-noor was the biggest 
disappointment of the afternoon. 8he was an odds- 
on ehoice in the fourth race, bat. after running well 
to the stretch, quit badly and finished thinl to 
George Starr and Pullux.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

Field Marshal Haig yesterday reporteil his line on 
the Lys Inittle front standing intact as it existed 
Wednesday iiioriiiug following the British retirement 
east of Ypres, no ground having been lost in tbe 
battling of Wednesday, despite the heavy attacks 
of the Germans through the entin* period. Check4>d i 
for tlie time at least in front of tlie strong British j 
IKNiitioiiK dominated by Kemmel bill, on the north- 
ern portion of this front, the Germans are turning 
their attention to the southwesterly sector of the 
battle field. A heavy bombardment of tlie British 
positions here between I^ocon and Robe<*q was re- 
IMirbal in progri^ yesterday morning. The enemy 
is finding himself cramped on the southerly side of 
the wialge Im* has puslied into the British lines and 
.seems on tlie eve of an effort to widen it out. 
Furtli<‘rmore at Ixxain the Germans «re only some 
three miles north of B«*tliune. an important railway 
<”enter, and at Robeiai are within six miles of Lil- 
lers, a junction point of the railway from Bethune 
to Hasehruuck. 

The great flow of wounded now passing tbrongb 
Flanders, is viewinl witti alarm by the Germans, as 
related in an official disiMtcli from Amsterdam 
yesterday. Tlie towns of Coiirtral, Bruges. Ghent 
and other nhu-es have beem transformed into mili- 
tary hospitals, the ditqNitcIi said, adding that at 
the front arrangements are inadeipiate and the Re<1 
Cross MTvice is not able to fulfill its task. Many 
wounded, it was said, are dying in Red Cross auto- 
mobiles aud wagons aud iu sanitary trains.

4*ordiug to a dispatch to the Ixindoii Daily News.

Tlie trouble was preciiutated, the distiutcli 
says, by 200 young shipyard workers.

FIRST UPSET IN THE KENTUCKY DERBY 

OccuzTod in 1892 Renewal When the Unknown Apollo 
Dofeatod the Great Runnirmede. 



I,onisvillc. Ky.. April 18.— With the widespread 
Interest that is being sIniwii in the 1918 renewal of 
tlM* Kentucky Derby, now only a few weeks away, 
veterans of the turf are bringing to light Incidents 
in i*ounection with the running of tin* historic event 
in b 3 ’gone days. 

Perhaps the most interesting of these remiiils- 
cen«*es lias to do with the first great upset that 
o<-<um*d iu the rai*e. hji4*k in 1882. Previous to that 
3 'car all of the favorites for the big rii«*e by no 
means scored, but up to tliat time tliere had lx*en 
no great surprise in the ♦•vent. 

During the winter of 1881-1882 Runnjrmode was 
a .strong choice for tliis iui|iortant race. He went 
into winter quarters with the prestige of lieing the 
r**al star among tlie two-.vear-olds of 1881. He 
had been bought fismi hjs breeders. Bowen & Clay, 
b.v Dwyer Bros. f**r $15.00(1 and was reganleil by 
them as even a lietter prosi>e«t thiin Ills brother 
Barn<*s. one of the racing stars of 1880-1881. 

During the winter prei-ediiig tiie Derby of 18,82 
gmMl reiMirts came from the training quarters of this 
son of Billet, with the result that a fortune w'as 
wagered on his chaiici*s in the wiiitt*r Ixioks, causing 
his price to be cut to tlie shortest figure ever of- 
fered against a winter favorite for the rai*e. Ills 
owners had sent Hindoo to Kentucky tlw* year pn*- 
vious and that gn*at performer had made a show of 
his opposition in the stake, so the prestige of tlie 
niemliers of the great Brooklyn stable reached from 
oci*an to cM*ean. 

In later years James R. Keene, with his Castle - 
ton-breil liorses and otlM*rs he d'veloiieil fnini uiar**s 
secureil from the Bitter Root Stud of Marcus Daly. 
onJ«».ved wonderful success in racing, but great as 
were tiie triumphs of his racing string fnmi 1905 to 
the close of 190;'(, its reiiinl had little on that s<-or«*«l 
liy tlie iMirscs ra«*ed by Ilwycr Bros, in the earb' and 
middle eighties. 

To tell tlie liistor.v of tlK'lr rem.arkable stable Is 
to recount tlie dee«ls of other stars besides Kuiiny- 
mede, lliiiiloo and Barnes, embracing such great 
favorites as Hanover. Bramble. Miss Wmslford. lu- 
s|M*ctor B., D»*w Drop. Kingston, (leorge KiuiM*y. 
Ommdaga, Pani«|ue. Kingfisb. Cliarle 3 ' Gorniaii. 
Millie. Potomac. Racelaiid. Banquet, D«m .\b*iizo. 
Joe Cotton, Khadamaiithus and the unbeaten Tre- 
mont. 

BUNimiEDE WAS POPULAR. 

As the ihite for the running of the Derby ap- 
proached. Runnymeile increased in popularity ninl 
on Hie eve of the rai*e Im* was quote«l at e%>*n money 
by the la.vers. At ixist time lie was an «Mlds-on fa- 
vorite aud regard«Mi as a certain winner by all 
supiMised gooil Judges. 

There had come up from the south that .vear a 
nitlier ordinar.v looking gelding nam«*«i .lisdlo. in 
tlie stable of Green B. Morris. Mr. Morris Imiiglit 
Aimllo ill the spring of 1881, when the futim* Ken- 
tucky Derby winner was a two-year-idd. He was 
iMit raceil at all at that age. In tin* spring of that 
year. Henr.v Brown, a Kentuck 3 * trainer, had 
Afiollo in his care and. wdiile working him on** 
morning with another horse, the latter carri(*<l tin* 
future crack out all the way around the course, the* 
imir being pulled up a mile in 1:48. 

This work, of course, was too severe for a two- 
year-old so early in the spring, so Aim>11o was sent 
by bis owner, D. Swigert, to Btockwisiil Farm near 
Midway, Ky., and turned out. In a few weeks Mr. 
Morris made a visit to tbe place and tliough the colt 
was poor in flesh, cowluded to buy him. He s!»eunMl 
Apollo by paying Swigert $1,200 in cash, with a 
promise of $300 more should tlie colt win the Ken- 
tucky Derby the following spring. 

It may be incidentally remarkeil here that at 
that time the Kentucky breeder had no idea that 
Apollo was a future Derby winner. He had. how- 
ever, sold two colts previoiLsIy which had proven 
winners of the Churchill Downs event in Bailen 
Badeu and Hindoo and, as Aiiollo m’us closely re- 
lated to Mahlstiok, a high-class rai*e liorse and a 
lainisville Cup winner, Swigert felt that It was not 
certain by any means tliat Apollo should lie a fail- 
ure as a ra<*er of gooil class, lie r<*:isoned tluit 
sliould lie prove as go«Ml a liorse as Mahlstiok he 
would have a Derb.v winning ciwuce, and so Ik* 
added $300 to the pri(*e be asked Morris. 

Morris, in due time, shipiied Apollo to New Or- 
leans ami. while still a two-year-old. he had him 
gelded and made no effort to train him to any ex- 
tent until the time came to begin giving him hani 
work for his three-year-old camiiaign. The gelding 
proveil a generous dwr and. haviug grown nml 
spread out during the winter, looked all over a good 
horse. 

Still, no one was tiold enough to even suggest the 
possibility of the rngge<l-looking gelding ever lieing 
able to bent a colt with the rapntation possesseil 
by Ruunymede. 

FIRST START IK PICKWICK. 

Apollo's first start was in the Pickwi<*k SJakes at 
New Orleans. He was beaten, but Morris 'did iM>t 
like the appearance of the rare aud ran him back in 
a few days in the CottrUI Stakes, against the same 
sort of opposition, putting up on him his exercise 
boy. “Babe" Hurd. Apollo won that stake in a 
eanter and, then going on to Memphis, continued 
his winning career. 

Finally he reached Louisville to meet his Derby 
engagement. Hurd continued to ride him in his 
races and had the mount in the Derby. 'Cp this day 
excuses are offere«l for Runny meile's defeat in the 
great race by Apollo. Heavy track «*onditions were 
held to have contributed to tbe son of Billet's down- 
fall. Then again it had been clainieil that iie was 
not Just keyed np to a hard race at a mile and 
a half, the Derby being his first start as a tliree- 
year-<dd. 

The tnitlu however, is that Apollo, under all con- 
ditions that day, was the better hor*e. He never 
for a moment left the outcome in iloiibt anil, while 
Runnvnieile tnrneil the tables on him a few days 
later in the Clark Stakes, tlie distance was a quar- 
ter of a mile shorter than tlie Derby route. 

Riiniivmede was one of the best-looking horses 
that ever ran iu the Derby. He was more fiiiislie«l 
in appearance tliau his note<l brother l'.;iriu*s. a 
rather coarse horse. After he was taken iKU-k east, 
he won the Tidal Stakes and other raia*s. but b»* 
diml young. Aiiollo afterwards won many g*HMl ra«*es 
as a three aud four- year-old. Brighter stars li:ive 
won tiM* Kentucky Derby, but be was Is tter tli.iii 
an average performer and will ever enjoy a merited 
place iu the annals of the turf.

Apimrently Mr. Pardon has bo«*ii rmiseil t» the im*- 
casion by reading "ilay after ilay of tin* staying 
(lower of the Isonomy. tlie Hampton, and. a)M»ve all. 
the Musket blood." "Seiilom, Indeeil." lie a*hls, "is 
fitting tribute laiid to the stamina of tlie d**s«eud- 
aiits of Galopin." In onler to make it clear that it 
is the Galopin to which we are chiefly indelded for 
our stayers. Mr. Pardon has massed together evi- 
dence on the iioint whicii he claims to l>«* over- 
whelming. and he has certainly made out a strong 
ease. ^ Imprimis he points out that member' of tin* 
Galopiu tribe have wou nine Di'rbys, the Oaks on 
eleven o<*casions and ten St. Ia*gers. all g iimil in 
the twenty-six seasons from 1S80 to 1914 iiM-lusIve. 
with the exception of the Derb 3 ' wou by ilalopin 
himself. 

Mr. Panlon also deals with otlM*r big weight-f4»r- 
age ra4*es aud has miicli to say in praise **f IVr- 
simmou and William the Third, and als<» of The 
White Knight. In connei’tioii with ihe kist-iianied 
he quotes liis feat in i-anying 138 poiinds in the 
Cesiire witch, when he gave fort.v-five |M>iiads to 
Demure and ran lier to tlireo-*|uarters of a length 
and this the author regards ns fully e«|ual to Dm* 
mm*h-la*laiMle4l victory of Banmldine in th** Nortli- 
iiiuherlnnd Plate under 136 pounds. He giv«*s eom- 
parative tables of great liorses sireil by SttM'kwell 
ami St. Simon. 

In this <*ouiie<*tion *he asks. ^ can Sto<*kwcll sliow 
ten grandchildren «s|u:ill 3 ' brilliant?. Much <h*|M*iMls 
on tlie imiiiion of imlividiinls as to the brilli.iiM'y of 
horses aud it would not Im* difficult to stack up 
a list taken frtan Stia*k well's graudcliildreii which 
would take some heating. 

In regard to the suceess of male line descendants 
of Stm'kwell iu three chief classi**s. they liave i-er- 
tainly faileil rather nuais'ountably in the Oaks, for 
1 can onl 3 * find four as against eleven suc«*es.HeH 
of desi'ciidants of St. Simon. In the Derby and St. 
Ijeger. however, the Stoi*k wells altiqsether oiitniini- 
her tiM* Galopiiis. having sixteen Derbys and sixteen 
St. Ia*gcrs to their credit, agaiust resjiwlively nine 
aud ten on the part of tla* Galopins. 

In all. the Sto(*kwells have \v»oi thirty-six races 
for tlie Derby, Oaks and St. Leger and (lie Galopins 
only thirty. Personally I agn*e with much that Mr. 
Pardon has written (*onceruiug the lim* of Galopin. 
and his article Is eminently readable aud uUerc^ting•

Lrxiui^ton. Kjr.. April 18.— Tlie Kentucky Rprine 
ru<*ins; will be uKhcred in next Tuesday over 

tbe oldest race track in America, when the Ken- 
tm*kv AsMK-iatkm throws open the gates of the fa- 
mous old Lexington course. During tlie fifteen -day 
meeting the total distribution to horsemen in stakes 
and inirses will amount to $68,230. That is a far 
iTy from the Kentucky Association program of 1860, 
which n*ad:

Ill this conntH-thai a brief acc'ouut of tlie earliest 
raciiiL' around Lexington will not be out of place. 
K«*iitiick.r is chiefly indebted to her motlier, Vir- 
giiii.-i. b»r the material iiiion which her bloodstock 
was founded. Virginia had long been regarded and 
too. as the race horse region of America. 
Her asi'eudanc.v u|M»ti tlie turf for many years 
W. 1 S Muite decided, but it is probable that racing 
and breeding (XNnmen<*ed siniultaneousl.v, or nearly 
iMi. in tlie states of Virginia and Maryland. Tliese 
two states were princiiially settled b.v men of birth 
ntfaclH'd to the Cavalier party, race horses were 
lin'd and trained and man.v c’clcbrated English sires 
weiv ini|iorted in the early iiart of the eighteenth 
ci*iitiir.v. firior to the outbreak of the old French 
wjr. Racing was kept up in Virginia for many 
years with unabated interest and to Virginia is 
ihe country chiefly indebted for the large uumlior of 
iiii|Mir!ed stallions and mares. AH her great men 
wcn‘ fiaid of this and kindred siiorts. Ciien. Wash- 
ington was iiarticularly fond of deer and fox bunt- 
ing and be and Thomas Jefferson both ran horses 
at .\lcxaiidria, Virginia, about 1790. 

WHEN KEHTUCKT BACIHG STARTED. 

.Vfier Kentucky and Tennessee were admittetl as 
states, they soon took rank as the great breeding 
ami racing points and may be said to have far out- 
stripi^ed their noble mother. Uld Virginia. Kentucky 
was princiiially settled by Virginians and inheriting 
tlie tastes of their fathers, racing was eommen(*ed 
sometime before Kentucky was admitted to the 
1 iiion. The late B. G. Bruc-c, writing of this sub- 
}«>ct in 1882, says that racing was commenced 
wiiile Kentucky was yet in a territorial state. The 
materials upon which to build up an aecomit of 
the breeding and racing at Lexington in ita infancy, 
are necessarily meager. 

Tlie earliest evidence we have is the old Ken- 
tucky Gaaette, iirinted in this city by Messrs. John 
aud Fielding Bradford. The first number of the 
Kentucky Gaaette aiipeared on the 11th day of 
August, 1787, printed on demi imper. the second on 
a half sheet of tbe same sise, but owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining iiaper it was soon after re- 
duced to a half sheet of foolscap and thus published 
for several months. It was said that most of the 
ty|ie on which the paper was printed was cot out 
of dogm'ood by Jolin Bradford. This was some five 
years before Kentucky was admitted as a state into 
tlie rnkm. The Kentuckians early exhibited a love 
for the sports of the turf and in tbe year 1788, 
wlien hut a wilderm*ss, we find in the old Kentucky 
<;axctte some half-douen thoroughbred stallions ad- 
vcrtisi'd to stand for service for so many pounds of 
tolNU't'o or bushels of corn. 

As early as 1787 **the Commons,** as our present 
Water street was then calk^. was a favorite of 
iHtrsemen when their charming iiastime of racing 
thnnigh Main street was interfered with by the 
trustees of the town. In August, 1789. the Ken- 
tw'ky Gaaette contained the following notice: **A 

IHirse race will take place at Lexington on the sec- 
4»nd Thursda.v in October next, free for any horse, 
mare or gelding; weight -for-age, ageeable to the 
rules of NewmartEet (three-mile heats), best two 
in three, each subscriber to pay one guinea, inclnd- 
lag his subscription, the horses to be entered the 
da.v before tbe running with John Fowler, who 
will attend at Mr. Collins* tavern that day.** 

Racing kept up pretty regnlariy from that time 
on. as we find numerous advertisements published 
iu the Gaaette of meetings to come off, but it was 
not until Novemlier 12, 1795, that we have any re- 
IMirt of racing. Tlie report says that the first day 
four-mile heats were won by Col. Simeon Buford's 
Mogul, distancing tbe field. Tbe first beat three 
started. Seioud da.v, three-mile beats, five started; 
won b.v .tliraliam Buford's Weaael iu two heats. 
On January 23. 1796. a banter from Leonard Clai- 
iNirtie to run a match with his horse. Bumpard, for 
$2.5UU against Col. Simeon Buford’s Mogul. The 
ra<v was iloiibtless run, as we find Colonel Buford’s 
a<*ceptauce, but no reiiort of the result. 

WEIGHTS CARRIED Of 1796. 

The following is a list of weights carried at this 
lieriod. as poblisheil iu 1796: Seven years old, 

len stone; six years old, nine stone; five years old. 
<‘iglit stone; four years old, seven stone, and three 
years old, a feather. A stone is fourteen pounds and 
a feather is Hve stone or seventy pounds. 

In tbe fall of 1797, we find that a Jockey Club 
was formed aud, at a meeting of tbe Jockey Club, 
at Messrs. Fostlewait’s (Phoenix Hotel) on Tncsda.T. 
tK'tober 17th, tbe following resolutions were 
adopted: 

Resolved. That there be a purse race run over 
tbe Lexington course on tbe second Wednesday and 
the two following da.vs in November next; tlie first 
day. four mile heats; seexmd day, three mile heats, 
and the third day, for four-.vear-olds. two mile 
lieats; aged bc^rscK <-arrying 130 imuuds; six-year- 
olds, 120 iwunds; five-year-olds, 100 iiouuds, aud 
three-year-ohls. a feather. 

Resolved. That Samuel Downing, A Homes. G. 
Anderson, R. W. Downing and J. B. January be a 
<xMnmittee to admit iiersons wishing to become 
members of the club. 

Resolved. That tbe next meeting of this club be 
at this bouse, on this day week, at 6 o’clock p. m. 

<From tbe minutes) C. Banks. se<*retary. 

The rac^es iimtiniied pretty regularly after this 
lieriod and tlie iiarties running horses were Major 
Sthreshley. Major Willis. Captain W, Allen. J. M. 
Garrard. J. M. Gatewood, Mr. Slielley, Mr. Morris, 
Col. S. Buford aud Col. A. Buford. 

The war of 1812 seemed to dieck racing entirely 
at Lexingbiu. for something like ten or twelve 
years and the fall noti<*e of 1822 is the first men- 
tion of racing that any r«*cords afford since 1814. 
In tlie years 1822-23. we can find no results given 
of racing, although they are advertised iu the prints 
of the day. Among the principal turfmen ruuiiiug 
horses in 1809, were R. W., Th«»s. aud Samuel 
Lewis. Lynn and William West. Lewis Marshall. 
TlKimas Kennedy. Robert Houston. Dr. 4osenh Bos- 
well, J- Pitts, W. B. Cook, owner of (Vsik’s Whip; 
William Twiggs, Thomas Stevenson, S. Kidiardsou, 
H. Tayb»r- Col. A. Buford. Caot. John Fowler. 
Thomas J. Garrett. I»r. Elisha Warfield (breeder of 
Lexington), Hon. Heury Clay, Jack Jouett aud 
others. 

HEHRT CLAT early PATRON OF TDRF. 

It will l*e seen that the gri'at commoner and 
statesman. Henry Cla.v, was an early patron of the 
Keutuck.v turf. He owiieil the foreign -bnnl York- 
shire and a iiiitiilier of foreign- bn>d mares, which Ik' 
afterward preM*nte«l to Ids s<»n, John M. Clay, wliose 
widow maintained his Ashiaml Stud for years after 
ids death. Mrs. John M. Clay is still living. Jier 
home being just outside tlie present city limits, on 
a |M>rtioii of Uie famous Ashland estate of Henry 
t'biy. given by him to her husband. 

IHiring the fall rac«‘s of 1824 8. Berryman’s bay 
liorse.

WINNER OF FIRST KENTUCKY DERBY 



Aristides Was Bred at MeGratliiaaa Stud and First 
Raced at Lexinfton — ^His Raeiac Exploits. 



Aristides, b.v Leamington, was bred by the late 
H- P. McGrath of McGrathiana Stud, near Lex- 
ington, Kv. Foaled in the spring of 1872, his dam 
Sarong, was by I.<exington — Greek Slave, by Glen- 
ooe. Aristides commenced his turf career at Lex- 
ington, Ky., by running second to Leona in a 
sweepstakes for two-year-olds, half mile in 49%; 
was unplaced in Juvenile Stakes, half mile at 
Jerome Park, won by Meco in 50%; at Monmouth 
Park was unplaced in the Hopeful Stakes, half 
mile. Won by Caroline in 51; was second to Sweet - 
lips in the Thespian Stakes, same place, three- 
quarters of a mile iu 1:18. At Saratoga was un- 
placed in the Saratoga Stakes, three-quarters of 
a mile, won by Willie Burke, in 1:23%, track heavy. 
Same place, won a handicap purse, one mile, with 
ninety -six iMiuuds. iu 1:46%, defeating a hand of 
flve.
